‘ion to the confiscation of property snd tbe liberatkn of 
elayes appear to me to'beobjestionsbls i Ite nou-con- 
formity to the act of Congrora, pasaca the 6th 
of Jast August, upon tho esmo subsets, and 
heneo I wrote you expressing my wish that that 
clause sboukl be medifled accordingly. Your answer 
just rocelved expreeses tho preferenco on your part 
that I should make an open order for the madilcatica, 
which I yery cheerfully do. It is therefore ordered, that 
the sab clacse of sald proclamation be co modified, held 
‘and capstrned as to conform with and not to transcenil tho 
Provisions on tho same subject contained in tho act of 
Congress entitlod “An set to coniseato property used for 
insurrectionary, purposes," approved August 6, 1661, 
and that raid act be published at length with this 
order.

ONE HUNDRED AND FIPTY-SIX UNION 
PRISONERS SENT TO CASTLE PINCKNEY. 
Locssvnuus, Spt. 14, T861. 
‘Tho Richmond Fsaminer of the 11th says coo hundred, 
aril Uifty-shx Yankoo prisoners, selected chiefly from among 
hoa membors of the New York, Marsschosetts and Mlchi- 
gan rogimeDte who had evineed the rocst insolent ond insub- 
crdinalo Aispositicn, wero yesterday afternoon despatched 
by railroad to Castlo Pinckney, emall fortifeation in 
Charketon harbor, for eafo keeping. Inclided in tho 
nomber stated above are a number of officers, several oF 
Whom are recovering from tho effeets of the wounds ro~ 
celyed at the battle of Stono Bridge. Tho prisoners wer® 
marched fronr the tobacon factories In which they had 
doen confined to tho dopot of the Petersburg Railroad, in 
doable les, guarded by. a detachment of fy men 
from tho Jeff. Davis Louisiana battalion, commanded 
by Licutenant ©, W. Brockett, of tho rebel army, who 
aro to accompany them all the distance to Charleston, 
‘Twenly-'vo men of tho detachment detalled from tho 
Madison (La.) {pfantry, marched abesd of tho prisoners, 
the rear being brought ip by twenty-five men of tho 
Natebex (MMls2.) Ritles. ‘Tho party embarked in threo 


cara ujeclally provided for their accommodation, 
coch car being guarded by fiftexn South. 
er soldiers, very fully armod. Tho Yankees 


gcveraly sccmod quite despoudent at thelr change of 
location, but fow of thelr number yenturlog to ebeat 
their depression with a emits.

they discoyerod.a negro rowing ina boat. Thay watched

rowed down tho creck to tho Potomac, They found tho 
bool too smaltiocarry them neross tho river, and meoting 
another negro, thoy traded fora better thoogh a emall 
Dat, Rivlog bim three dollars jn addition. 

‘Thoy seckdentally started ea thair Journey neross the 
Potomacfram tho mouth of Poyo's creak, whore they saw 
tho plain slab announcing tho spot whero Washlagton 
was bor. At that point the Potomao is wile, and thoy 
thai hardly startod Uoforo a beayg storm aresy, and they 
remalncil to ths greatest peril for sma honre. One was 
constantly Kept baling, Dut by good fortune they reached. 
‘a Maryland Gsbing smack Even thea they Ind keoat 
imiculty ta reaching our vessels, They landed neat tho 
realdenonof Mr. Borropgs, at Cedar Polot, a determiacd 
Union man, who received and kindly treated them.

Of the condition aad atroxgth of the rebel army nono of 
Le threo gentlemen jrcre ublo to come to any maths 
tory conclusion, although thoy aro all Intelligent, edu- 
ted and observing men, Their communications wero 
principally with privates of the rebel army or oltizoas, 
who, of course, wer ualy apprised of tho mavementa by. 
popular romor. ‘They conclints, howorer, that they havo 
avery powerful force, with an abundance of provialons. 
‘Tho rebels themsalves apyeared Lo bo jn excolleat spirits, 
‘and pmixions for anothor battle with the Yankees, 

Mr. Marphy was surprised at tho Jarge number of 
Irishmen in tho rebel ranks, Thoy wore Indifrently 
clothed, the materia! need being almost entircly of « gray 
homespun cloth.

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THE SITUATION. 

‘Tho Valloon reconnoissanco made yesterday ot 
‘Washington devoloped tho fact that not only had 
tho rebels who made the dash upon tho Union 
pickets noar the Chain Bridge fallen back, Wut 
that also o very lorge portion of their main force 
had done likewise-from the positions formerly 
occupied by them, There nrc various reasons 
given for this moyement on the part of the rebels, 
some asserting that it is for the purpose of draw 
ing the Unipn forces from thoir intrenchments; 
others that, seeing the Dold front shown by the 
Union troops, tho rebols were afraid to attack 


thom, and retired, proferring being attacked ins. 


steai 


/; and still others, that the movement was o 
feiut to nltraot the attention of Gen. MeClellan at 
that ono point, whilo the rebels made a more 
powerful advanco higher up the river. It is, how- 
ever, cortain that, from present indications, any 
serious attack bythe rebels before Washington 
cannot well take place to-day. 

The letter from tho President to General Fre- 
mont has been published, and conilsms the particu: 
larazglven yesterday. ‘The only clause objec- 
tionable in the General's proclamation, is that re- 
ferring (o the liberation of the elayes belonging to 
rebels, sud at tho apparent requost of General 
Fremont, the President has made an open order. 
that the clouso “shall be so modified, held, aud 
construod as to conférm with and not to transcend 
tho provisions on the game eubject contained in 
the act of Congress on that subject, approved 
August 6, 1861." 

Intelligence haa been received at St. Louis of a 
Datttefocghtat Booneville, resulting ina victory 
for tho Union. The rebels, 1,000 strong, were 
{riven back by the Home Guard, with loas of 
tivelve killed ond thirty wounded. ‘The Union Joss 
sras only one killed and four wounded. Among the 
robels killed wero Colouel Brown and Csptain 
Brown, both virulent secessionists, 

Tho news from Western Missouri is fer from en 
couraging. St, osoph is still hold by tho rebela, 
who detain and doubtless confiscate. the mails, 
seizo tho stores and appropriate their contents, 
and have cither driven out or forced the Union men 
to leave. The rebels and Union men in the neigh- 
Dorhood are both arming, and a severe contest fs 
hourly expected, Large bodies are marching from 
‘various sources to join Gcueral Price's army, 

From special correspondence from northeastern 
Missouri if appears that General Fremont, having 
socured the safety of St. Louis and the. southeast 
ern part of the Stato, is now directing hia attention 
to Martin Greon did his rebel forces. Gencmit 
Hurlbart hi con removed from the district bor- 
dering upon the Hannibal and St. Joseph Raslroad, 
and ordered to report at St: Louis. .Geuoral Pope 
will doubtless take command of this neighborhood. 

General Hardee is reported as having again o°- 
‘cupied Greenville, southeast Missouri, with $00 re- 
Dols, and had threatened to march upon Troaton. 
‘This report, however, necds confirmation. 

Geveral Price's advance guard of rebels ia sata 
to have been of Warrensburg on Tuesday last, 
‘und the wain body, making fm ll sixteen thoasacd 
men, not faF beliad, The report states that the 
destination of these troops is Lexington. General 
Price roporta that he liad, with General Ratnes, 
cuused the Kansas Volunteers to retreat from Fort 
Boott, which they had abandoned and gone north- 
‘ward, but not wishing to invade thelr State, he had 
not follswed them in theirflight, He, however, 
‘Ahreatons the Konzas citizens with total destruc- 
tion of their cities and towns, if they provoke him 
forther. The report of his viotories in Kansas is 
much doubted by the Unionists, and his throats 
aro not much fearcd. 


Major French, the United States commanding 
officer at Key West, Florids, has issued aud pro- 
anulgated an order, bearing date September G, that 
all residents of the island who have taken the oath 
of allegiance to the United States ehall register 
their names ot headquarters within ton days, and 
-all who havo not, shall take the oath within thirty 
days. Sixty days aro allowed for persons who are 
not inclined to cousply with tho above, to make up 
‘their winds, and if they still refuse to abide by the 
‘order they will be removed from tho fsland. ‘These 
‘orders apgly equally to the families of those who 
may bave already left Key West to join the rebels, 
‘as those who remain there. 

Four veasels, two from the British prosinees, bat 
all salllag under British colors, have bean nicely 
-entrapped at Hatteras Jalet, and taken possession 
‘of by the governmeat war steamers stationed 
there. Captain Rowan's report of the transaction 
$s very interesting. These, doubtless, will not be 
Abe only prizes taken, ns those vessels which were 
Bt Koo before tho captare of the forts will. doobt- 
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less, make for that point, with the full confidence 
thot tho inlet is still guarded by the rebels. Gen. 
Roynolds sailed yesterday ftom Fortress Monroe 
for Hatteras, where he will take command. 

‘The nowa by the Kangaroo is not very important, 
as regards the situation of affairs, except in that 
part which refors to the shipping of threo regi- 
ments of British troops for Canada and the fact 
that the government have agents on all the trans- 
atlantic steamers for the detection of traitora pass- 
fog between Europe ond America, 

‘The intelligence from Richmond {s important, as 
if states that 156 of the prisoners taken at Bull 
ron had been sent from that elty to Castle Pinck- 
ney, Charleston harbor. It also appears that a 
number of prisoners had attempted to escape, but 
that only Gaptain Hurd and his two companions 
had beon successfal therein. 

Tho steamship Columbia, from Hayana, brings 
news from Cuba to the 10th instant, the most im- 
portant portion of which is the confirmation of the 
report that the Captain General of that island has 
admitted vessels bearing the revel flag to oll the 
commercial privileges cojoyed by recognized na- 
Hlona of the world, 


THE NEWS 

‘The steamship Colnmbfa, Captain Adams, ar- 
rived at this port yesterday about neon, from 
Hayana, with dates to the 10th instant, 
Sho brings tho importaot nows of the de- 
termination of the Spanish government to 
admit to all tho privileges of Cuban ports mer- 
chant vossols from the Southera States carrying 
the fag of the confederacy, without, however, re- 
cognizing the nationality or independence of the 
latter, ‘The determination was in u manner forced 
‘upon the government of the island by the decision 
of tho courts in the case of the Bamberg and an~ 
otber veesel, which the courts declared were not 
pirates, nor under a pirate flag, and, that being 50, 
no matter what their flag, they had aright to mer- 
cantile privileges. This explanation strips the 
matter of a great deal of the importance which 
might be attributed to it. 

We have Mexican dates to the 3d instant, If 
possiblo, matters grow worse in that distracted 
country, ond o portion of the press comes out 
strongly in favor of a foreign protectorate. Mur- 
ders, robberies and assassinations are as frequent 
ag over, und the government is evidently too weak 
to cope with the terrible evils surrounding it. 
Hen. Ortega had whipped Marquee, but ho and all 
his officers escaped with most of their force, of 
course to reappear on the next favorable occasion. 
‘A conspiracy to jnvito Spain to take poseession of 
the country, @ la St. Domingo, was discovered in 
the capital, and a number of arrests made. Con- 
gress adjonrned on the Sist of July. 

Our correspondent in Mexico city, writing on 
tho 29th of August, states that Mr. Moran, editor 
of tho Mexican Extraordinary, was arrosted on 
the previous night by ordor of tho government. 
‘The event caused quite a scnsation among tho 
foreign populationof the city, asthe pretoxt for 
hia imprisonmont was the publication of an article 
in sustainment of their guaranteed rights. Her 
Britannic Majesty's frigate Mersey had arrived at 
Vera Cruz, and much speculation was afloat as to 
the cause of her visit. Congress was to moet in 
session in the city on the 30th of August, No com- 
munication had becn had with the United States 
for a month. 

The British bark Manuel Ortez—cleared at this 
port for Whydah onda niarket on the Oth ult 
was seized last evening by the Surveyor on suspi- 
clon of being engaged in the slave trade. We 
learn that she was allowed to olcar at the Eustom 
House for the purposo of seizing her after she had 
commenced her voyage. Her cargo, 08 per muni- 
fest, consists of ond hundred barrola of Virginia 
tobacco, four hundred and fifty-six hogsheads of 
whiskey, six tins of crackers, four tins of butter, 
two cases of cheese, one barrel of Hour and one 
hale barrel of coffee. 

The soldiers on the Potomac are sending home 
money to their friend as fast os they get thoir 
pay. An Indiana regiment sent two thonsand dol- 
lois in gold to Evansville last week, and on the 
10th inst. the members of the Eleventh Massa- 
cliusctts regiment gave Mayor Wightman, of Box 
ton, upwards of five thousand dollars, to take home 
for distribution among their famili 

The three Tennessee Commissfonors to the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, after the parsage of the refolu- 
tions ordering the Governor to drive the Tennessee 
inyaders from the State, took hasty departure 
from Fraukfort, and at last accounts wore “striking 
for their homes" across lots, 

Tho light Rev. Major General Leonidas Polk, of 
the rebel army, has at Columbus, Ky., twelve 
regiments of infantry, numbering soven thousand 
ni¢n, eight companies of cavalry, thece field bat- 
tories and one siege artillery battety. His whole 
strength is about eight thousand. 

Parson Grownlow ond his son, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., are still under arrent, by order of General 
@Micoiler. 

‘The Richmoud papers have recently brought to 
light the fact thut Jolin B, Floyd, when he was 
Seeretary of War, tried to steal the government 
miduufactory of army clathing wt Philadelphia aud 
send it to Richmond. Nothing but want of saga 
city and enterprise on the part of tho Richmond 
merchants, it is said, prevented the cousummation 
of Mr“¥loyd’s scheme. 

Some fears have been recently aronzed in regard 
to the safety of Fort Delaware, which at present is 
not very strongly garrisoned. It is thought that 
‘there ure a number of secessionists in the State of 
Delaware who have their eyes upon the fort, and 
are only waiting a favorable opportunity to seize it. 
Fort Delaware is situated on Pea Patch Island, in 
the Dolaware river, near Neweastle, Tt cost the 
government over balfa million of dollars, mounts 
ove hundred and fifty-one guns, and iscalculated to 
maiatain o gorrison of seven hundred and fifty men.

‘The Captain Genoral of Cuba Prononnces 
in Favor of onr Southern Rebels. 

‘The Captain General of Cuba has issued a 
decree, in whieh he says that, “in virtue of the 
proclamation by her Majesty the Queen, Ihave 
determined, under date of August 7, that alll 
Yexsels occupied in legitimate commerce, pro- 
ceuding from ports in the (so called) Confede- 
rato States of America, shall be entered and 
cleared under the Confederate flog, and shall be 
duly protected by the wuthorities of the island;” 
and “foreign Consuls are notified that no inter- 
forence on their part will be tolerated”? 

‘At the first glance the reader may consider 
this intelligence somewhat alarming; but, with 
amonient's reflection, he will be apt to concur 
with us that there is nothing in it either very 
alarming or surprising. ‘The Gaptain General 
of Cuba is acting under instructions, In ad- 
vaneo.of any be had released a mimber of 

izes brought into a Cuban port by the rebel 
1 of war Sumter. Now, however, accord, 
ing to this proclamation of the Queen, the 
Stmter, as a ship of the Confederate nayy, may 
bring into any port of Cuba aay number of 
prizes, and she wud they will be protected; for, 
as we understand this proclamation, it is vir- 
tyally a recognition of the independence of our 
rebellious States. 

But why should Spain take sides with Jeff. 
Davis and his Confederate rebels, when their 
programme isa great, expansive, filibustering 
Southern confederacy, hased on military prin- 
ciples!” We may pretty safely assume that 
England, at Madrid, is nt the bottom of Us 
business; and that Spain is only too willing to 
avail herself of the opportunity for a bit of re. 
venge against (he government of the United 
States and the famous Ostend manifesto of 
Messrs. Buchanan, Mason and Sofile, Moreover, 
while the danger of losing Cuba might return 
with the restoration of the integrity of our 
Union, the Cabinet of Spain no doubt believe 
that, in the dissolution of our Union, the safety 
of Cubu is insured—that ony Northern confede 
racy, witha navy, will have no desire for the 
annesation of on outside slave State; und 
that our Southern confederacy, without a navy, 
eyenas in enemy, desiring the island, need wot 
be feared. 

But this hostile position assumed by Spain 
against the government of tho United States 
and in behalf of our Southern rebellion will 
surely not eseape the immediate attention of 
our Secretary of State, Let bin at once in- 
quire of the Spanish Minister of Washington 
the meaning of Queen Isabells’s proclamation 
wpon which the Governor of Cuba bos isued 
his offensive decree; and, while Mr, Soward is 
about it, we would suggest that it might not be 
‘amiss to appriso the Spanish government (bat 
ils reeent proceedings in regard to St. Domingo, 
‘and its intrigues in reference to Mexico, have 
not passed unnoticed on our part, and thot 
some explanation in the premises is desirable, 
in view of the maintenance of our friendly re- 
lations with her Most Catholic Majesty. 

Let our government speak without hesitation 
and without fear. It is bad enough at this erisis 
to be belied and threatened by England; but 
when Spain assumes to flaunt her authority and 
her power in our faces forbearance ceases, in- 


dced, to be a virtue. Mr. Seward, in present- 
ing the honest friendship of Russia to the con- 
sideration of Queen Isabella, will command at 
once her respectful attention, and to the proba- 
bility of a distarbanco of the balance of power 
in Europe against any coalition to break up the 
great balance of power in America. 


Our Old Politicians and Young Generals. 

Not the least curious incident of these times, 
which are fruitful of noticeable things, is the 
manner in which our old fogy politicians, of all 
parties and classes, haye been buried beneath 
tho ruins of their most cherished projects. Like 
an unskilful engincer, they have been boisted 
by thelr own petards. The plans which they 
had carefully arranged for theirown aggrandize- 
ment—the anti-slavery agitation—tho repeal 
of the Missouri Compromiso—the formation of a 
republican, anti-slavery party—the dissensions 
fomented for personal purposes In tho de- 
mocratic ranks—all havo culminated in a 
civil war which has not only swept all 
these issues completely ont of sight, but 
hos also entirely killed the men who 
inade and supported them. We have passed, 
as by magio, from the era of black coats to that 
of cpantettes and gold lace—from the era of 
party intrigue to that of real warfare—from the 
era of politicians to that of gencrals. 

Old fogyidm of overy kind is now practically 

dead, and Young America has taken the field. 
‘Tho public, North or South, cares no more for 
the Presidential aspirations of Breckinridge, 
Hunter, Soward, Seymour and others of that 
ilk, McClollan, Beauregard, Banks, Jobnston, 
Fremont, Kerebaw, Rosecrans, Brogg and 
Siegel are now (he men of the hour, Military 
proclamations and general orders usurp the 
interest of party platforms and political 
speeches. It is bulletins from the scat of 
war, and not political gossip, which the 
public demand. ‘The newspapers are the indices 
and the mircors of the tite, and we have only 
to refer to them, and notice what proportion 
the war news holds to the political, to ascortain 
into what complete oblivion politicians have 
fallen, and how completely oar young generals 
oro masters of the situation. ‘The people will 
not listen to a politician now-a-days unless he 
talks about the war, and hardly then, The 
stern logic of facts and the simple rhetoric of 
tho incidents of civil war outrival tho most 
polished of orations, and Scott’s Tactics is con- 
sidered the most interesting reading. 
_ At the South it is no longer the Toombses, the 
Masons, the Hunters, tho Wises, the Slidell, the 
Bayards, or the Chesnuts who occupy the 
puitic mind- and attract the public ‘atten- 
tion, Most of these gentry are never beard 
of at all, and if they are noticed it is 
not in connectidn with political schemes, but 
with war moyenients. Chesnut is firing a pri- 
yate-cannon at Fort Sumter, or Wise is calling 
for large dinner kuives and old muskets in 
Virginia, or Floyd is playing bide and scck 
svitlha yagged army in the Kanawha valley: 
Tho Beauregards, the Jomstons, the Kerebaws 
ot the South are the men most regarded and 
honored. Even Jeff. Davis would be lost to 
[sight if he did not put on a military coat and 
mount a while war boree; and even then ke is 
{of secondary importance until, for a day or two, 
‘people Vother themselves with the question whe- 
therhe isdead orqlive. All the voters have turn- 
ed soldiers; the arts political have changed to 
the arts military; the politicians have either 
joined the army oF are completely aches 

Hore at the North tho same rule holds|good, 
The spirits which the potiticians have raised 
have elther abandoned them, ke Manfred’s, or 
Aostroyed them, Tike Fanst’s, Of politicians 
proper, none are- heard of except those who are 
in the army, like Cochrane, Wilson, Sickles and 
the like, and it is noticeable that we hear of 
comparatively few of them there. Conventions 
and specches intrude themselves once in a 
while, but only as episodical to the grond epic 
of the war, When have we beard last of Bu- 
chanun? Does any one know anything 
of cither of the Chicago candidates 
except those whom Lincoln kas provided with 
a Cabinet seat? Whore is Evorett, the orator, 
Tedger wuthor and former Prvsidential candi- 
date? Whero is Cass, or Van Baron, or Fill 
more, who made a parly, or Picree, who killed 
one? Theso men areas completely dead 0s if 
struck by a thunderbolt, and yet they are the 
very Vuleans who, working as they thonght for 
their own advantage, forged the bolts which de- 
stroyed them. Only those who were young 
cnough and sagacious enough to don soldier's 
clotlies and go off to the wars have escaped this 
oblivion. Thus Butler steps into # Major Gen- 
cralship ; Fremont declines a foroign mission to 
lake care of Missouri; and in Sickles, Schenck, 
Cockvane and others we have politicians turned 
genevals and colonels, us illustrations of this 
trath. 

Ibis noticeable, also. that the men who now 
hold the reins of power are generally young— 
between the nges, say, of thirty and forty. This 
is pnrticularly the case on the Southern side, 
where there are very few old men in command, 
nnd these, for the most part, in subordinate po- 
aif At the North only two or three yate- 
rang manage to cling hold to the plank 
of ofice with sufficient energy and vigor. 
Dix, an instance of a reformed politician, 
is jst in this situation, and may drop 
off at Baltimore into tie Chesapeake any 
day, and will not be missed. Several army 
oficers are in this same position, and have 
young McClellan, and young Fremont and 
young Banks ranking above them. Ourveteran 
Liewlenant General Scott Las ceased to take 
any ective part in the war, but gives good 
advice to the young generals he has educated 
todo the work, and stands ready to pat each 
of his boys on the back wheu he comes buck to 
the veteran General with n fine victory. General 
Wool, another veteran officer, is a sort of con- 
necting link between the old school and the 
with the experience of the former and the 
energy of the latter; but even he organizes 
expeditions and sends Butlers to lead them. 
Take all our major and brigadier generals, 
our colonels and their inferior officers, and 
you will find young’men in the majority, 
Youngumen in the ascendancy, young mea in 
the command. ‘This is as it should be,and with 
the experience of Scott and Wool to restrain 
ani direct youthful energy and zeal, we may 
augur Well far the success of our troops. 

Tt only needs one more turn ofthe wheel, and 
then the strange eventful history of our ald politt- 
cians will be closed forever, By and by will 
come peace, and thea, instead of politicians 
turning soldiers, we will have soldiers turning 
politicians, and the brayest will have the highest 
oflie. Some ofthe poltticians see this already, 
and strive to avert it; but they might as well 
have tried to, keep Jackson, Harrison and Tay- 
lor out of office when they were in the flush of 


their military fame. Every boom of the cannon 
is the knoll of the old politicians, andthe public 
have the satisfaction of knowing that if the next 


lot ore not belter than the old they cannot be 
worse. 


Gerrit Smith and Christy, the Minstrel, 
the Two Great Nigger Philosophers of 
the Age, 


In the Tribune of Monday last, Mr. Gerrit 
Smith publishes a long letter to President Lin- 
coln about the war, slavery, the constitution, 
and other matters, in which he entirely mis- 
represents General Fremont’s proclamation, 
which is 9 measure of war, confiscating the 
slaves of rebel oweers, and having no bear 
ing whatever on the general subject of slavery 

For the past twenty years Mr. Gerrit Smith 
and Mr. Christy base been before the public as 
tho great representative negro philosophers and. 
exbibiters, and it is a little curious to notice tho 
peculiarities, differences and antagonisms in the 
styles of these two great managers nud of their 
respective corps, Each bas dono his prettiest 
to take the shice out of the othor's darkies, 
but opposition bas been the soul of business 
to both of those managers, and it is very hard to 
decide whether Smith’s speeches and pamphlets 
bave developedthe negro most, or whether Chris- 
ty’s songs and dances haye done most to recom- 
mend Smith's negroea to the consideration of 
tho public, ‘The details of an African race, 80 
close and so vell contested, are worthy the at- 
tention of our readers. 

Both Smith and Christy are philosophers; 
but Smith’s philosophy is of that morose, 
sullen, gloomy type which prefers tears to 
smiles and groans to laughter, and is never 0 
happy as whenit is perfectly misorable, Chris- 
ty's philosophy, on the coutrary, is hearty 
‘and joyous, with just cnongh admixture of 
tears and sorrow to make the fan more 
enjoyable, as coquettish April delights us 
equally with her shoyvors or ber sunshine. Both 
¢ philanthropists; but Smith's philanthropy 
consists in waking people discontented with 
thoir present lot; assisting niggers to “ills they 
know not of,” via the underground railroad, 
and providing them either with barber shops 
and oyster stands at Chatham, Canada, or with 
lots of wild land, luxuriant in rocks, stones, 
briars and skunl: cabbages, in the northern part 
of York State. Christy's philanthropy, on 
tho other hand, is more genial, wise, diffused and 
practical. Towards his darkoys it displays 
elf in large salaries and not too much 
work; towards the yublic, in admonitions 
to “speak of a man ns you find bim," 
“never to despise a man who wears a ragged 
cont," “to “Inugh and grow fat,” or man- 
fully to “pully off your coat and rolly up 
your sleeve, for Jordan am a hard road to tra- 
bel, I believe.” Both are Christians; but 
Smith belongs to only one church, and that 
is of the rigidly religious and piously Puritan 
school; a church which reads the Bible 
“as through a glass, darkly,” and translates 
“Qgyptian’ into “Southern slayeliolder,’” and 
“Jsraolites” into “African slaves,” Wherever 
there is any reference to bondage, emancipation 
or doliverance ; but insists that “servant” docs 
pot mean ‘slave’? whenever Onesimua in- 
trudes himself, or Christ says “servants, be obe- 
dient unto your masters!’—a church in which 
all the singing is dono throngh the nose, to 
very long metre time; so that, to bo a sing- 
ing saint, in good voice and standing, of the 
“Praise-God-in-the-111th-Psalin” style of man, 
it is necessary to have quite as much wind 
as piety. Now, Christy belongs to a dozen 
different churches, and so bas eloyea more 
chances than Smith of reaching Hoayen 
safely and in good condition, He is not content 
with long-winded metres, does not leave the 
devil and the concert saloons all the best tunes, 
but supplies all denominations from his ample 
stock of melodies, and old-fashioned fugues aco 
displaced by cheery glees, in this style:— 

Jerusalem, my happy: hone | 
Ju dah, du dab f 


Soon as Fis to Sou Tl como! 
Diddy iddy du dab dat 
—Or by the grayer and more pluiative melodies 
of Lillie Dalo:— 
Ob, Heavon | bright Heaven! 
(Ou, Heaven of tho blest 
How F long tg bo thero 
Jo Ils telutnphs to staro 
‘Xou to [can ou ol) Abram‘a breast. 


His religion, too, eschews all political Chris- 
tiunity—for the “olé Abram’? above referred 
to is not Old Abo Lincoln—and will have 
none of Smith's political sermons at any price. 
Smith paints his darkey blacker than he 
really is, while Christy gives us the brightest 
sido of this dark subject. Smith's negroes ure al- 
ways weeping, wailing, moaning, gnashing their 
teeth und clanking their chains; they are al- 
ways being beaten, outraged and kicked about 
by Massa Logrees; they are always doing a su- 
perdatural umount of work and being lashed 
for doing it; they are nlways assembling in 
dismal swanips, and, though the most pious of 
sinners, aro slways plotting blood, and massacre, 
and murdered masters and amistresses, and fre- 
dom, and all that sort of thing, and, when let 
Toss, are equally dungorons to the public. 
Smith's Cu‘fee, who got into the Chicago plat- 
form, has ruined bis friends and daraaged his 
foes; Smith's irrepressiblo nigger has involved 
us ull in civil war. Indeed, so well is the fire- 
brandish nsturo of Smith’s negroes now under- 
stood, that one has only to raiso the ery of “a 
nigger inthe fence,” and the public indignant- 
ly suout, “hustle him out,” although the fenco 
jlsel(—political, philanthropic or literary—be 
ruined in the operation. It was this ory which 
destroyed the Tract Soziety und smashed up the 
Moy anniversaries. Smith's negroes are ro- 
sponsible for it all. But Christy’s troupe. pre- 
sent us different and more énjoyable views of 
Southern life. They are always singing happy 
songs, or laying down the sbovel and the hoe 
and taking up the fiddle and the bow to assist 
in tripping what pleasant Dick Swiveller calls 
the light fantastic.” They love their masters: 
ond if massa is co wifortunale as to die, then 


‘Down the corned 
‘Hear that n:ouraful eound, 
All the darkiesare a-weopInge 
Fie masea iu the eold, cold ground. 


They indulge in plantation dances, in “Hop 
Light Loo” affairs, in champion jigs, in essences 
of old Virginia, and bave no taste for domestic 
“treason, sirategems and spoils,” and are (hus 
much better than come pf their masters. They 
love and ere loved, like ordinary white trash, 
‘and enthusiastically announce that “Sally is the 
gal for me,” or that “Bbery one is praising 
the cozl black Tose.” Instead of sct- 
ting fire to things, ond going on their 
way to Canada rejoicing, nothing can 
exceed the pathos with which they refer to. the 
“old folks at home,” or to their “old Kentucky 
home far away,” or azk to be carried “back te 
ole Virginny.” Of course they have their lit- 
tle private griefs, and think regretfully of “dar- 
ling Nellie Gray” or of “Rosalic, the Prairie 
Flower,” but these are but clouds upon tho 


eS 
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sun of their general gayety and happlnoss. In 
fine, they do tho comedy of life, as Smith's 
troupe does the melodrama, and are, the public 
think, much more natural, enjoyable and 
human. 

With characteristias so diverse, these corps 
never agrev in their opinions of men und things; 
and kere again the public side with Christy, and 
think him much moro logical and correct in Mia 
views. Christy would never have made sucha 
mistako as that about Fremont’s proclamation, 
So, in Gerrit Smith’s recent letter to President 
Lincoln—which he prints as if doubting 
whether tho President would read it—he asserts! 
that tbe abolition of slavery is the only way to | 
save the country. But people generally alde 
with Christy, who declares:— 

‘Thoro'n one thing more Ill state, 

AABILT bops Ws Bot (a 138, 

Ta allabodt the colored populations 

Tf soa leave ‘em all along, 

In thoir happy Southoru hemo, 


That's the way to save ‘his great and glorioas 
nation. 


Sith says that abolitionists aro tho salvation 
of the country. Christy looks upon them ina 
very different light—regards thom as just about 
as bod as seocssionists, and, in the Irish tongue, 
makes the following offe 


Fito eaters, abolltioatsts, I'm told aro raging now; 
Thoy wontd both destroy’ the Union If they only knew the 
how. 


If you'll «end theso men to freland who try your peace to 


Wo'll drive ‘om to tho dovil a our Irish Jaunting ear. 
Smith thinks that a free negro at the North is 
in olysium. Christyshns records of only two 
ropresontative frew niggers horeabouls, one of 
whom “lived with her uncle, up seven pair of 
stairs, in the Bow-wow-wow-ery, near Grand,’” 
and did a bad business in the peanut lino; 
‘and tho other: 


‘That clover man, Judgo Runs-el, 
Ilo cent bor up to tho Island, 
Mo sont hee up to tho Island, 

For stealing ellyer apooos. 


Smfith asks the President to accept of “b\ack 


tho robels, and represents the nogroca ns eager 
for tho fray. Christy understands black nature: 
much better, and gives us Jaments, not en- 
couragements to enlist-— 


My lovior was a horsiman, co galliant nnd bold; 

Nono of your Soventh roglient fellows a caido to him, 
enuld bold; 

Rath slot out Inte ono night, and fo ho eanght cold, 

‘Anil now Lain In mouroing for’ my caytlior eo bold 


—Or elso ho expresses this original and tender 
desire: 


Tywish Ewas on Porgen Till, 
PTs thoro I'd ait nnd ery my Olt, 
Mil every tear #hould turn a with 
Oh, Johnny, ho is goue for a zoldiee! 


But then, a8 far as other people are con- 
cerned, Christy's negroes aro as patriotic na 
Smith's, and show their patriotism in the samo 
way—by a great deal of advico and vory little 
oxample. Only they are more hopeful and 
confident, for Smith nys this war will Inst a 
great while—“thirty years,” perhaps—whilo 
Christy don’t agree with this, and says so very: 
plainly:-— 

Po gallant Sixty-ointh It haa mixed in do row, 
‘Ant al ef our bravo zogurn are hastening forwant now; 


If evar wo got at tho Sout we're aure to lay ‘era tow, 
‘And they Will soon discover that doir cake Ls all dough. 


Now, both of these managers havo mado 
money from their exhibitions—Cbristy by 
taking in his honest quarter at the door, and 
Smith by collections at all sorts of meetings and 
by the sale of papers, novels and pamphlets. 
This war, however, will settle Smith's ne- 
sgroos effectually, while it will only give Christy 
now songs, dances and burlesques. We hardly 
know what will become of Smith. His occupa 
tion, like Otbello’s, is gone. Perhaps he bad 
better come to the concluston of Cuffoo Peto, In 
tho “Seven Sisters,” and say — 
Til go down to ole Maxaa Barnom— 
Ho's tho friend of poor niggers, I know— 


‘And Vil play Xm tho What Is 1Ua!' fathoe ( 
Yes, Harnum’s tho placo whore I'll go. 


With Grecley as exhibitor and lecturer, @ 
very good business may bo done there, for a 
while, now that Tillman, who killed the pirates, 
is played out. That little villain Raymond may 
tend the door, if ho'll deposit that “$15,000 
to $20,000” he has in bank as sccurity for his 
honesty, and if he is kept under the espionage 
of Kennedy in caso tho temptation of real silver 
should prove too much for him.

Ovn Anocrrioy Iscexvianiss at rt AGAIN— 
According to the Tribune and Times, which 
seem to be affiliated with the movement, our 
old incendiary abolitionists bad a nice little 
Jove feast at the Astor House on Thursday last 
(room No. 20), for the purpose of organizing a 
“Liberty and Union Commitice of the city of 
New York.” This liborty means liborty to the 
slaves of the South, for it was “resolved that, in 
the deliberate judgment of this meeting, it is 
mnanifest that there {3 no reasonable prospect of 
so torminating the present conflict as to prevout 
its recurrenea but by the speedy and complete 
liberation of the slaves on the soil, in the expect- 
ation that, with other citizens, thoy will sus- 
tain the government in putting down tho rebel- 
Vion;” and that “the public welfare requires that 
the free colored people of the United States 
should bo invited and encouraged to assist in 
this great enterprise.” 

In every possible way this “Liberty and Union 
Committee” are to agitate and Inbor for these 
indicated objects; and that they will do 80 we 
may be sure, from the antecedents of theabolition 
brotherhood assembled on this occasion.
